the trial against 15 Red Brigadists charged with sedition. 
The defendants have frequently disrupted the court and 
loudly rejected Its authority to try them.

Int erim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL) after a series of in- 
cidents earlier this month in- 
volving the infiltration of lef- 
tist guerrillas, police sources 
said. 

The sources said the vulne- 
rable area, which was not na- 
med, had been located with, 
the cooperation of Lebanese 
gendarmes. 


The pro-government paper, 
Al Gomhouria, also reported 
that the activities of leftist 
party members who distribut- 
ed leaflets calling for a "no" 
vote in the referendum were 
being referred to the prosecu- 
tor general. 

At least one leftist party 
member was detained while 
distributing the leaflets last 

week but was subsequently 

released. 

The party, undaunted by 
the moves, issued a statement 
yesterday saying it rejected 
any interference in its inter- 
nal affairs, any molesting of 
its leaders ... “and insists on 
all sectors of the Egyptian le- 
ft belonging to the party." 

One of the party’s three de- 
puties in the 360-seat People’s 
Assembly (parliament) was se- 
rved with a 60-day detention 
order over the weekend. 

Apart from Communists, 
President Sadat also wants th- 
ose figures active in the Wa- 
fd (Delegation) party under 
the late King Farouk to be 
removed from the political sc- 
ene along with Nasserite lea- 
ders who opposed him when 
he came to power in 1970 af- 
ter the death of President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

Finally he wants tighter co- 
ntrols on foe press on the ba- 
sis of three sweeping princip- 
les - - national unity, social 
peace and the inevitability of 
the socialist solution. Transgr- 
essors would be guilty of cor- 
ruption of political life, Mr. 
Sadat said. 

Communists will in any ca- 
se be banned altogether from 
the media, either as journali- 
sts or administrators. 

The moves follow increasing 
attacks on Mr. Sadat’s gove- 
rnment from .the opposition, 
including veiled allegations of 
corruption and nepotism so- 
metimes aimed at his close 
associates, although the pres- 
ident has said he knows the 
attacks are in fact directed at 
him. 

Analysts have said there 
was a direct relation betwe- 
en increasing opposition criti- 
cism and the gradual slowing 
down of Middle East peace 
moves.

Independence, Army Day 

AMMAN, May 24 (JNAj. — In commemoration of Jordan's 32nd 
Independence and Army Day tomorrow (a public holiday), the 
Jordan News Agency issue a special appraisal of the occasion, 
parts of which read : 

“For the Jordanian people, Jordan's Independence Day 
stands always as a symbol of man’s dignity and sovereignty, 
achieved through a long struggle by Jordan's wise leadership, 
the endeavours of its people and their belief in the message of 
the forebears who sacrificed themselves for the country. 

“Independence Day is a symbol of freedom for which the 
late King Hussein lbn Al i led -the Arabs early in this century. 
Army Day comes in honour of the meaning of strength and 
steadfastness with which Jordan has equipped itself in defence 
of its independence and in confrontation of challenges feeing 
our nation and our common cause. 

“Jordan’s achievements under independence, thanks to the 
efforts of its armed forces, were accompanied by achievements 
In other spheres of activity. His Majesty King Hussein has 
built up Jordan’s policy on clear and firm bases m its Arab and 
international relations. This policy has met with world respect 
and appreciation and has given Jordan an international stature 
rarely won by a small country with limited resources. 

“On the Arab level, Jordan has been one of the most 
active countries for the realisation of Arab unity and solidarity. 
King Hussein’s historic stand at the Rabat Arab summit greatly 
enhanced the principle of Arab solidarity. His Majesty, in that 
conference, declared that Jordan does not act out of personal 
ambition or love of domination but out of its belief in the 
oneness of the Arab cause. Jordan has always been ready for 
sacrifices in defence of this cause. 






Fate of Cairo accord unrelated 
to UNIFIL mission, says Sarkis 


BEIRUT, May 24 (R). — Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis said here to- 
day the government’s eventual 
stand on the 1969 Cairo Leba- 
nese -Palestinian agreement was 
not related to the U.N. forces' 
mission in southern Lebanon. 

An official announcement 
said the Lebanese head of sta- 
te made the remark at a meet- 
ing of the cabinet held under 
his foainmmship. 

The announcement quoted 
the president as saying “the 
stand which the government 
may eventually take on the 


Cairo agreement and the fete 
of the accord is one thing and 
the U.N. forces' implementation 
of Resolutions 425 and 426 in 
the south is another. 

An agreement has de- 
veloped recently over 
the question of whether the 
agreement, which regulates re- 
lations between the two sides 
and controls Palestinian armed 
presence, was in conflict with 
last March’s U.N. Security Co- 
uncil resolutions, under which 
the U.N. Inter im Force in Le- 
banon (UNIFIL) was set up, or 


not. 

Rightwing parties have been 
calling for the abrogation of the 
agreement and contend that the 
resolutions bar Palestinian ar- 
med presence in the southern 
part of the country bordering 
Israel.

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M.E. arms imbalance 
in Israel’s favour, 
says London report 


LONDON, May 24 (R). — The military Imbalance is too greatly 
In Israel’s favour for the Arabs to consider another war soon, 
the International Institute for Strategic Studies said here today. 

“Israel has nothing to- gain, and much to lose, from a new 
war,” the independent London-based institute added in its annual 
strategic survey for 1977, 

The report posed the question of whether if the Egyptian- 
Israell peace negotiations felled, it would lead to the threat of 
"renewed war. 

The Institute felt that this was most unlikely during the next 
two or three years. 

Stating that U.S. mediation in the Middle East dispute was 
a powerful factor at least in the short term, the report observed 
that Israel was now so militarily strong compared with its 
neighbours that there was no immediate need for American 
support or supplies in the event of another violent conflict 
plies in the event of another violent conflict. 

-The report said the possibility of. another Arab-Isradi war, 
--even in the long term, even one which Israel would win, raised 
The spectre of a tremendous loss of life. "It was likely to divide 
the national from the religious sentiment, even in tile breasts 
which contained both," the report said. 

“The knowledge that the: strength of the Israeli armed for- 
ces can only .buy one te m por a ry respite after another, and pro- 
bably at increasing cost. Is a powerful argument for those me- 
mbers of Israeli society who maintain that peace is a long-term 
necessity even more important than the short-term necessity of 
maximum security," the report said. 




BRUSSELS, May 24 (R). — 
Belgium hinted today its 600 
para-troops still in Zaire wo- 
uld remain there at least for 
some days. 

The Defence Ministry pub- 
lished an address to which it 
said families of the soldiers, 
wbo flew to Zaire last Friday, 
could send letters. 

The para-troops' mission to 
rescue Europeans trapped by 
the Kolwea Fighting was ori- 
ginally stated to last only 72 
hours, and 550 para-troops fl- 
ew home last night 

Belgium has begun a revi- 
ew of its role in its former 
colony and Prime Minister 
Leo Tindemans flew to Paris 
for surprise talks with Zair- 
e's President Mobutu Seso Se- 
ko, to try to reduce diplomatic 
tension between the two cou- 
ntries. 

Mr. Tindemans later told a 
radio interviewer that he and 
President Mobutu had discuss- 
ed the protection of foreigners 
working; in African countries 
in the light of last week's re- 
bel massacre of whites in Ko- 
Iwezx. 

In principle African states 
should bear the responsibility 
for protecting foreigners, and 
this could be done bv a multi- 
national security force, the 
premier declared. 

He said logistic support by 
the European Community wo- 
uld continue only until a pan- 
African force could be assem- 
bled. 

Asked what President Mo- 


butu thought of the idea, Mr. 
Trndemajis replied : “He didn’t 
say no. but he immediately 
developed his own ideas.”

Israelis polled 
on peace policy 

TEL AVIV, May 24 (R). — 
Some 76 per cent. of Israelis 
support Prime Minister Me- 
nachem Begin’s policy for 
“achieving peace with the 
Arab countries," according 
to a public opinion poll pu- 
blished here today. The poll, 
carried out by the Hebrew 
University’s Social Research 
Department and published 
in the opposition Labour 
Party daily Davar also said 
78 per cent thought there 
was a chance for early re- 
newal of peace talks with 
Egypt, broken off earlier j 
this year. While 50 per cent 
of those polled described Is- 
raeli-U-S. relations as posi- 
tive, 62 per cent said they 
did not trust President Jim- 
my Carter’s policies.

The ministry said one Le- 
gionnaire was killed yesterday 
in a clash with rebels at Luile, 
8 kms. from Kerf we zi- A sec- 
ond died from wounds during 
the night. 

The ministry said the Luile 
fighting had ended and that 
para-troops were continuing 
their search for Europeans in 
the Kolwezi area. 

Meanwhile, travellers arriv- 
ing In the Zaire capital of Ki- 
nshasa today said the Kolwe- 
zi massacres have spread ala- 
rm among whites elsewhere 
in the Zaire interior and so- 
me are making plans to leave. 

Already, the exodus of more 
than 2,000 whites from rebel- 
hit Kolwezi itself -- where 
between 120 and 200 Europ- 
eans were killed - - has clo- 
sed the copper mines there, 
threatening Zaire with deepe- 
ning economic crisis. 


Five Palestinian 
groups demand change 
in PLO leadership 

BEIRUT, May 24 (R) — Five Palestinian guerrilla organisations have chal- 
lenged Mr. Yasser Arafat’s leadership of the Palestinian movement by 
d emandin g a new leadership for the Palestine Liberation Organisation. The 
demand came in a statement drafted jointly by the four-member rejection 
front and the Democratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine (DFLP). 


Presented to Fateh last 
week and made public today, 
the joint statement indirectly 
accused Mr. Arafat of autoc- 
ratic rule - -a major sin in an 
organisation which takes pride 
in its democratic practice. 

The statement did not me- 
ntion the Mr. Arafat by name 
but the meaning of the state- 
ment was clear. 

"This is directly aimed aga- 
inst Arafet," said a PLO of- 
ficial. “And it could be the 
most serious challenge to his 
position since he was elected 
PLO Executive Committee ch- 
airman in 1969." 

Analysts In Beirut said the 
statement reflected the grow- 
ing influence of Palestinian 
“hawks" critical of "mode- 
rate" leaders such as Mr. Ara- 
fat. 

The statement followed an 
acrimonious row last month 
within Fateh -- the biggest 
group under the umbrella of 
the PLO -- over Mr. Arafat’s 
orders to his troops in Israeli- 
occupied southern Lebanon to 
observe a cease-fire. 

But some commando offici- 
als in Beirut said the statem- 
ent could serve to jolt the 48- 
year-old commando leader 
regarded as a master in the 
art of crisis management 
into adopting a political line 
closer to the rejection front. 

Led by Dr. Habash’s Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine (PFLP), foe reje- 
ction front embraces three 
other groups - -the Palestine 
Popular Struggle Front, the 
Arab Liberation Front and 
the Palestine Liberation Fro- 
nt 

The rejection front opposes 
a peaceful settlement of the 
Middle East conflict under the 
present balance of power in 
the area. 

“We propose that the ge- 
neral secretaries of all resis- 
tance groups, representatives 
of the Fateh Central Commit- 
tee and other nationalist ele- 
ments should form the leade- 
rship of foe Palestinian revo- 
lution and that this body sho- 
uld be entitled to take politi- 
cal decisions," the statement 
said. 


Its proposal for. collective 
leadership was clearly aimed 
at breaking the dominance of 
Fateh and, in turn, Mr. Arafat 
The statement accused so- 
me parties in foe PLO leader- 
ship of relying on what it ter- 
med reactionary regimes. 

As a result of such ties, 
“the PLO is unable to adopt 
independent political decisio- 
ns," foe statement added. 

It called for a review of the 
FLO’S form of leadership and 
its policies by a meeting of 
the Palestine National Coun- 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 
24 (Agencies). — Foreign Mi- 
nister Moshe Dayan today dis- 
closed that Egypt had submit- 
ted a document, to the United 
States for restarting stalled pe- 
ace negotiations, but the paper 
had been returned to Cairo by 
Washington as unacceptable. 

Mr. Dayan spoke in the Kne- 
sset after the government easily 
defeated a no-confidence mo- 
tion submitted over-such diver- 
se issues as television news 
reporting and the U.S. package 
sale of warplanes in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Mr. Dayan did not reveal de- 
tails of the Egyptian document, 
but said it was in reply to a 
list of Israeli questions design- 
ed to overcome the stalemate 
in Egyptian- Is raeli peace talks. 
- Among the questions was 
whether President Anwar Sadat 
was prepared to negotiate a 
comprehensive peace agreement 
for the other Arab countries or 
to sign a separate peace with 
Israel. 

Despite the U.S. rejection, 
Mr. Dayan said the Egyptian 
text was passed on to Israel 
last Friday by Ambassador Sa- 
muel Lewis and would be dis- 
cussed at a cabinet meeting on 


dl (PNC), the 295-member po- 
licy-making body of foe co- 
mmando movement.

Dayan: Israel rejected 
new Egyptian proposals

Mr. Asad Y. Nasr, Chairman and President of the Board of Middle East Airlines, says in 
his annual statement to shareholders that 1977 will long be remembered as one of the most 
momentous in the airline’s history.

efficient trains 

The controversy of whether specialised interna- 
tional organisations such as the International Labour 
Organisation of the World Health Organisation should 
get involved with questions of a "political” colouring 
has been sparked again this week with the World 
Health Organisation's vote condemning Israel's 
inhuman treatment of Arab citizens living under 
Israeli occupation. The Israeli delegation criticised a 
WHO fact-finding report of health matters under 
Israeli occupation as a “basically political document”, 
and, predictably enough, most of the Western 
delegates got up and danced the Basically Political 
Tango. 

The Israeli delegate wanted the WHO mission 
to note the many improvements Israel had made in 
the health services of the occupied territories, which 
is a pretty sickening approach if it is swallowed 
hook, line and sinker by the Western world - - the 
same world that correctly threw out the same sort 
of twisted intellectual approach to the same kind of 
situation when Hitler and Mussolini claimed they 
made the trains run on time. 

The Israelis, no doubt, with their jumbo dose 
of gall, will ask the WHO to pass a resolution prais- 
ing Israel for bringing bandaids to the little children 
of south Lebanon, in a home-delivery service unsur- 
passed in the annals of Middle East history. 

The Israeli tactics of labelling everything a 
“political” question beyond the concern of WHO or 
other specialised organisations is an approach that 
has a lifespan of somewhere around a decade, and 
we are now in the 11th year of occupation in the 
West Bank and Gaza. It is not only what the Israelis 
do in the West Bank that is repugnant, it is the very 
fact that they are there as occupiers - - and that they 
do not appear willing to leave - - that arouses the 
opposition of the entire world. For them to talk 
about improving health services -- or making the 
trains run on time - - is a rather pathetic performance. 
They should not be so surprised wher the world 
decides to remind them of this, at a WHO conference 
or anywhere else.

Commenting on Israel's “policy of procrastination” on with- 
drawal from the occupied Arab territories AL RAT: -said Wednes- 
day that according to sources at the Israeli Foreign Ministry, 
Prime Minister Menachem Beg in’s government may this week 
start debating its awaited reply to Washington's question on 
how Tel Aviv envisages the future of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip after the five-year interim period of rule proposed by Mr. 
Begin to President Anwar Sadat of Egypt. \ 

The newspaper asks these question : "Why does Israel in- 
sist on an interim five-year period self-rule for the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip ? Why does Israel insist on its continued confis- 
cation of Arab lands and on "planting” Jewish settlements th- 
ere ? Does this not mean giving Israel another five years in whi- 
ch to change the geographic and demographic features of the 
Arab territories, in other words, to Judaise and annex them in 
the course of this period/ so that it will not he difficult to pre- 
determine the results of the plebiscite on self-determination 
after the five-year period?." 

The most painful thing for every loyal Arab is that the 
process of Judaisation and annexation has been continuing for 
the last 11 years and that the Israeli government is now dem- 
anding another five years to complete the task and to face the 
Arabs with a fait accompli imposed by agreements or by the 
force of arms while the /.-abs fail to agree on a unified stand 
to confront this naked conspiracy, A1 Ra’i says.

Archaeologists find remains of 
encounterd settlement at Tell 



This is the first of a two-part series on recent 
excavation work at two archaeological sites in the 
Jordan Valley. Today’s article deals with Tell 
Deir ’Alla.

Beneath the many bare ea- 
rth mounds which dot the Jor- 
dan Valley, rising conspicuou- 
sly bald among the verdant, 
irrigated fields, lie thousands 
of years of Jordan's history. 
These man-made mounds, cal- 
led Tells* in many languages, 
axe the deposits of ancient ci- 
vilizations. 

As various groups of peo- 
ple through the ages built up- 
on the same spot, either after 
destruction of the previous 
settlement or coming across it 
after a period of disuse, lay- 
ers of occupation mounted. 
Each layer contains the bon- 
es, artifacts and structures of 
the people who formed it. 

Archaeologists therefore, by 
carefully digging and record- 
ing In minute detail every fa- 
cet of each layer as they come 
to it, are able to trace the 
nature and period of occupa- 
tion relating to it. 

The work currently proceed- 
ing on two of these tells by 
archaeologists is described in 
the following two articles. Fi- 
rst is Tell Deir 'AJla (mean- 
ing ‘monastery’ or *house of 
the god'), located just west 
of the main north-south Jor- 
dan Valley road, north of the 
present day market town of 
Deir 'Alla. The second Is the 
nearby Tell Mazar, a few ki- 
lometres north-west of Deir 
'Alla. 

At each of these sites the 
fascinating work of delving 
back 4000 or more years into 
the history of the tell is be- 
ing carried out by teams of 
enthusiastic archaeologists and 
workers. 

Tell Deir Alla 


Recent excavations at Tell 
Deir ‘Alla have uncovered re- 
mains of a settlement which is 
the oldest yet encountered in 
the 4000-year-long history of 
the tell. Dating from the Mid- 
dle Bronze Age L (195Q-I550 
B.C.) the 'structures so far ex- 
posed have several architectu- 
ral features of a defensive ch- 
aracter, indicating perhaps a 
military installation. 

Led by co-directors Dr. 
Moawiyah Ibrahim of the De- 


partment of Antiquities and 
Dr. H.J. Frank en of Ueden, 
Holland, the current excavat- 
ion programme has had two 
seasons, one in 1976 and the 
recent one which ended in 
March this year. Earlier ex- 
cavations carried out by Dr. 
Franken since 1960 uncovered 
a Late Bronze Age temple da- 
ting from the ' 16th century 
B.C., which until the last two 
seasons denoted the earliest 
occupation known at the site. 

The newly discovered Mid- 
dle Bronze structures compr- 
ise well-built raud brick wans 
up to 1.5 metres thick and 
standing 2 to 2.5 metres hi- 
gh. There is also evidence of 
an earth bank similar to the 
glacis (slope running down 
from a fortification) construc- 
tion used on many sites in 
Jordan during the Middle 
Bronze period. 

The walls are built in two 
rows of mud brick on a stone 
foundation forming almost re- 
ctangular rooms in a symme- 
trical arrangement. Dr. Ibrah- 
im suggests that the small am- 
ount of pottery found in the- 
se rooms indicates that this 
was not a domestic building. 
Further evidence of other th- 
an domestic use was a stone- 
lined pit discovered in one of 
the rooms which contained br- 
onze tools and weapons. “This 
suggests a defensive building 
with military associations,” 
said Dr. Ibrahim. 

Among the pottery that was 
found is some of the very fine 
white pottery typical of the 
Middle Bronze period, and hi- 
ghly burnished black juglets 
similar to those found at a 
Hyksos site in Egypt, known 
as Tell AJ Yahudieh ware. 

Many objects with inscrip- 
tions were found during this 
year's season. Among these 
was a scaraboid seal with 
Aramaic script, dating from 
the 8th century B.C. This has 
a row of two birds and an as 
yet unidentified figure betwe- 
en two lines of writing. Per- 
haps. the most exciting is an 
inscribed pottery bbwl found 
in a layer narrowly related to 
the one in which a 7th cent- 
ury B.C. text was found in 
1967. This inscription is being 
studied and translated by 
Prof. J. Hoftijzer of the Uni- .

versity of Ueden. From his 
preliminary examination be 
concludes that the text on the 
pot is probably Aramaic also. 

Some interesting cult ob- 
jects were also found in this 
area, in the same context as 
the Aramaic texts. Included 
among these is a shell-shap- 
ed spoon with handle made of 
soapstone. These together wi- 
th the text found in 1967 in- 
dicate that this was a sanctu- 
ary area dating from the late 
8th century B.C. 

It appears that the sacred 
nature of this site as attest- 
ed by the Late Bronze Age 
temple was continued In the 
Iron Age (1200-500 B.C.). The 
text found in 1967 names a 
certain prophet Bileam, son of 
Beor as the chief authority 
of the Deir ‘Alla sanctuary. 

The objects of the later 
periods, 7th, 6th and 5th cen- 
turies B.C., were found during 
excavations on top of the tell, 
and it has been found that 
these relate very closely to 
the nearby site of Tell Mazar. 
They include an interesting 
horse-head figurine, grinding 
stone and motar, and inscrib- 
eed potsherds. 

The Middle Bronze and La- 
te Bronze discoveries were 
made in excavations on the 
slopes of the tell, the Late Br- 
onze temple being on the nor- 
thern slope while the recent- 
ly uncovered Middle Bronze 
structures are at the south- 
east, right at the foot of the 
tell. So far nothing earlier th- 
an Iron Age I (1200-918 B.C.) 
has been reached at Tell Maz- 
ar. 

Dr. Franken and Dr. Ibra- 
him regard the relating of 
the site of Deir ‘Alla to Bib- 
lical accounts as irrelevant to 
the archaeological study of 
the tell. They believe that the 
interpretation of archaeologi- 
cal material should teU its 
own story, independently of 
primary and secondary liter- 
ary sources unless they are 
contemporary and prove cor- 
rect 

However from the tour- 
ist’s point of view it is per- 
haps interesting to note that 
Deir 'Alia is believed by some, 
notably the Franciscan Fath- 
ers in their Guide to Jordan, 
to be the ancient site of Suc- 
coth. According to Old Test- 
ament accounts, Jacob rested 
here after bis reconciliation 
with Esau and after he had 
wrestled all night with the 
angel at nearby Penuel. "And 
Jacob journeyed to Succoth, 
and built him an house, and 
made booths for his cattle: 
therefore the name of the pl- 
ace fa called Succoth.”

Why it should be Tell Deir 
'Alla and not Tell Mazar, or 
Tell Sayidiyeh or Tell Khisas 
(which also means booths), is 
not clear. Except for the tra- 
dition of there being a sanc- 
tuary at the site since anci- 
ent times, there is nothing to 
particularly relate it to the Bi- 
blical story. However if the 
link is correct, the recent dis- 
covery of Middle Bronze Age 
structures shows that the site 
was occupied 500-600 years 
before Jacob arrived there. 

Between Succoth and Zare- 
than (according to the Fran- 
ciscan Fathers, Zarethan is to 
be identified with Tell Sayidiy- 
eh) were the foundries where 
the legendary vessels end ca- 
pitals for Solomon’s Temple 
are believed to have been cast 
by Hiram of Tyre, .Solomon's 
master coppersmith. 

Lumps of slag picked up 
around the site of Dea- 'Alla 
seem to substantiate this be- 
lief. However Dr. Ib rahim 
said that no evidence of met- 
allurgical work has been fo- 
und during the last two seas- 
ons of excavation at the site. 

The current programme of 
excavations at Tell Deir ‘Alla 
is bong funded by the Jordan- 
ian Department of Antiquities, 
The Dutch Organisation for 
Pure Scientific Research and 
the University of Lieden, Hol- 
land. The excavating team is 
a similar example of interna- 
tional co-operation, including 
six Dutch, one Australian, and 
eight Jordanians.

Israel bows to protests, once again honours 
Arab, powers of attorney in land transactions 


High-ranking Syrian govt, 
officials arrive 

AMMAN, May 24 (JNA). _ 
A delegation from the Syrian 
People’s Council arrived today 
from Damascus. The three- 
man group consists of council 
member Rafiq ‘Arno us, Coun- 
cil Secretary General Ismail 
Hilal and Director of the Off- 
ice of the President of the 
Council Issa ‘Amo us.

Labour under-secretary off 
to Geneva UNCTAD meet 
AMMAN, May 24 (JNA). — 
Under-secretary of the Mini- 
stry of Labour Dr. Jawad Al 
’Anani left for Geneva yesterday 
to take part in the two-week 
session of the United Nations 
Conference on Trade And De- 
velopment (UNCTAD) due to 
start today. The confe- 
rence will work out a special 
study on the brain drain in the 
light of a proposal by Crown 
Prince Hassan during the 63rd 
session of the World Labour 
Conference held in Geneva la- 
st June, Mr. 'Anani said. As 
Mr. 'Anani will also be working 
as an expert with UNCTAD to 
prepare a report on the sub- 
ject to the U.N. secretary ge- 
neral. 


TEL AVIV, May 24 (Agencies) 
— Arabs on the occupied 
West Bank today resumed tr- 
ading in land on behalf of ab- 
sentee relatives following de- 
nials that Israel planned to 
seize the land for new Jewish 
settlements. 

West Bank residents who 
had complained that land tra- 
nsactions were being blocked 
suddenly found their power of 
attorney documents being on- 
ce more accepted by Israeli 
occupation authorities. 

The land dispute came to a 
head earlier this week with 
accusations that the Israeli 
government was planning to 
seize property owned by Arabs 
living abroad and use It for 
creation of six large towns. 

After fierce controversy in 
the Israeli press, the gover- 
nment said it bad no intention 
of seizing private land. Offici- 
als said delaying accepting po- 
wer of attorney documents 
was due to fear of forgery. 


At the beginning of the we- 
ek government spokesmen de- 
clined comment on reports 
that major land expropriation 
was being contemplated. 

Official government sources 
had said such steps were be- 
ing considered. But yesterday 
they retracted their statemen- 
ts.

Mr. Dabbas told reporters 
here the agreement secures of- 
ficial Libyan consent in princi- 
ple to participate in 5 per ce- 
nt of the total share capital 
of the Arab Potash Company. 
It also provides for a $50 mil- 
lion loan to the potash comp- 
any by the Libyan Arab Fo- 
reign Bank. 

According to the agreement 
Libya will buy a further 5 per 
cent share of the capital of 
Chemical Fertilisers Company 
extend a $20 million loan to 
the fertilisers company.

The government of Libya, 
the minister added, will grant 
a loan of JD 1 million to the 
Housing Bank, the interest on 
which during the first five ye- 
ars will go to the Housing 
Corporation to finance hous- 
ing projects for low-income 
earners. 

The establishment of a Jor- 
danian-Libyan tourism develo- 
pment and investment .compa- 
ny is. also under consideration.’ 

The agreement "’further pro- 
vided for the establishment of 
an industrial training school 
for orphans in Amman at the 
cost of JD 2,5 million exten- 
ded by the Society for the Pr- 
omulgation of Islam, he add- 
ed. 


Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, a fervent advocate of 
mass Jewish settlement, issued 
a separate denial saying that 
land deals In the West Bank 
had nothing to do with bis 
department and that any land 
deal regulations were up to 
the Ministry of Defence. 

The West Bank protesters 
were led by Mayor Elias Fre- 
ij of Bethlehem. He said he 
had been told on April 12 that 
no more land deals on behalf 
of absent owners would be al- 
lowed. 

On Tuesday, Mayor Freij had 
called on Mr. Weizman to in- 
vestigate the situation, saying 
he feared that, "if this land 
is taken, what will be left? 
we will have no space to have 
a Palestinian state, homeland 
or anything else." 

Mr. Freij said West Bankers 
feared that Israel was seeking 
to extend its powers under 
Article 58 of the occupation 
code. 

This article stipulates that 
land owned by any West Bank 
resident wbo moves to anoth- 
er Arab country must come 
under the control of the Cus- 
todian of Absentee Property. 

Up to now this has not ap- 
plied to Arabs moving to oth- 
er parts of the world. Large 
numbers of Arabs with homes 
in the West Bank, particular- 
ly around Bethlehem and Ra- 
mallah, live in North and So- 


uth America and in Europe 
Until recently there had been 
no restraint on relatives con- 
ducting land deals by proxy 

Mr. Freij said Israeli oc- 
cupation officials called on 
him and other Arab notables 
last night to say that there 
should be no further trouble 
over absentee property. 

Mr. Freij told reporters : 
“This morning the land deals 
were going through again. 
This is good." 

Notice were published in 
the Arabic press advising Pal- 
estinians that powers of att- 
orney would be accepted as 
before as the Defence Minis- 
try denied there had ever be- 
en a change In official policy. 

A "Senior source” in the De-

VIENNA, May 24 (R). — 
Finance ministers from major 
oil producing countries, mind- 
ful of falling revenues because 
of the declining U.S. dollar, 
yesterday coordinated their 
increasingly powerful role in 
world monetary bodies domi- 
nated by the U.S. currency. 

A statement issued after a 
one-day ministerial meeting 
of the Organisation of Petro- 
leum Exporting Cc tin rigs (OP- 
EC) said the 13 me n her sta- 
tes discussed the need to step 
up representation of develop- 
ing countries in the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The IMF acknowledging 
OPEC’s growing influence in 
world markets, last month in- 
cluded the Saudi Arabian and 
Iranian currencies in the ma- 
keup of its internal account- 
ing unit the special drawing 
right (SDR). 

The value of the SDR is 
determined by weighting a 
basket of 16 currencies in ter- 
ms of their share of world 
trade. 

The statement said the mi- 
nisters also reviewed payme- 
nts from the OPEC Special 


Fund -- set up to help poor 
countries hit by rising oil 
bills -- and reiterated OPEC’s 
support for the International 
Fund for Agricultural Deve- 
‘ lopment (IFAD), which is 
designed to finance farming 
projects in developing countri- 
es. 

Some OPEC member states 
have been pressing for the 
dollar to be abandoned as the 
basis for OPEC oil trade in 
favour of the SDR or a bas- 
ket of major currencies. 

But Saudia Arabia, OPEC's 
largest oil producer, has argu- 
ed against a switch from the 
dollar, arguing that a change 
would spark off a new round, 
of uncertainty on international 
money markets. 

However the dollar issue is 
expected to dominate an oil 
price fixing conference of OP- 
EC oil ministers scheduled to 
take place in Geneva next 
month. 

The ministers agreed to ho- 
ld their next bi-annual meet- 
ing in Washington on Septem- 
ber 25. Previous meetings of 
this kind have been staged he- 
re at OPEC headquarters.

UNITED NATIONS, May 24 (R). — Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim prop- 
osed last night that $1 million should be used to promote international disar- 
mament for every $1 billion spent on arms. He also recommended the appoin- 
tment of a special board of eminent people to study the whole field of arms 
control and disarmament 


Addressing the General As- 
sembly on the first day of a 
five-week special session on 
the disarmament question, 
Mr. Waldheim called for an 
unprecedented rallying of ta- 
lents and resources to meet 
the challenge. 

It was a vital undertaking, 
because the consequences of 
inaction could be global catas- 
trophe, the secretary-general 
said. 

Mr. Waldheim described the 
special session, 17 years in 
the making, as the largest, 
most representative meeting 
ever convened to consider dis- 
armament. 

•This session must, first of 
all, be devoted to the search 
for a co mm on understanding 
of the options with which we 
are faced and to the drafting 
of an action programme that 
finds widest international ac- 
ceptance,*' he continued. 

If all efforts were to con- 
verge towards a common go- 
al, principles and priorities mu- 
sr be outlined and long-term 
good developed. Although the

"One means of achieving 
effective utilisation of inter- 
national expertise would be 
through the appointment of 
an advisory* board composed 
of eminent persons," he said, 
adding that he hoped the as- 
sembly would consider estab- 
lishing - such a group. 

Correcting imbalance 

No other area of human ac- 
tivity received so great an 
input of scientific resources 
as the military field and there 
was nothing remotely comp- 
arable in research on contain- 
ing and reversing the arms 
race. Mr. Waldheim said. 

"I would, therefore, suggest 
that we devote to national 
and international disarmament 
efforts SI million for every SI 
billion currently spent on ar- 
ms," he said. “This would con- 
stitute a valuable step in cor- 
recting the huge imbalance in 
our priorities. 

“It should serve at least as 
a moral and political objec- 
tive to be implemented by 
each country within the fra- 
mework of its national, regi- 
onal or international disarma- 
ment potential.*’ 

During the five-week meet- 
ing thousands of demonstrat- 
ors are expected to rally in 
the streets to support an end 
to the arms race.

French plane is forced 
to land in Algiers 


ALGIERS, May 24 (Rl. — A French civilian airliner on a re- 
gular flight to Chad and the Congo was forced to land at Algiers 
Airport Tuesday night, airport sources said yesterday. 

The plane, a DC-8 of the independent UTA company, was 
allowed to continue its flight after an examination of identity 
documents and the passenger list, the officials said. 

There was no official confirmation of the Algerian action 
and the French Embassy was not informed about it. But the 
action was believed to reflect Algeria’s disapproval of France's 
military support to Chad, which is fighting a Libyan-backed 
rebellion, and of the latest Belgian-French intervention in Za- 
ire. 

At the weekend, a Belgian plane flying European refugees 
from the embattled southern Zaire town of Kolwezi was forced 
to land in Algiers. 

The government news agency Algerie Presse Service later 
said that Algeria, at the request of French, Belgian and Italian 
governments, had allowed civilian planes to overfly its terri- 
tory for humanitarian reasons. 

But the sources said Algeria at the same time insisted that 
all the planes should land in Algiers for checking. The sources 
said Belgian planes decided to bypass Algeria rather than sub- 
mit to the demand.

Shah has no objection 
with Soviet Union 
buying oil from OPEC 


CHICAGO, May 24 (R). — The Shah of Iran said in an inter- 
view published today he had no objection to the Soviet Union 
buying oil from the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

The Shah was quoted in the Chicago Tribune as saying die 
Soviet Union was interested in buying oil from OPEC, but 
probably would not make large purchases before 2992. 

"If they are good customers, why should we refrain,” the 
Iranian leader said in the interview. “Anyway, you can’t real- 
ly prevent other people from lhing." 

On other subjects, the Shah said oil might be used as an 
economic weapon to force Israel into more flexible Middle 
East peace stands, but only under the auspices of the United 
Nations. 

“If everybody ganged up and really Imposed it, it might 
have an effect, for there is no doubt that the life of every 
country today depends on energy," he said. 

The Shah said he had not decided whether to push for an 
OPEC oil price increase at the end of the year and wanted to 
consult other OPEC members, especially Saudi Arabia, about 
the matter.

French soccer

BORDEAUX, France. May 
24 (R>. — The manager of 
France's world cup soccer 
squad. Michel Hidalgo, yes- 
terday foiled a bid by arm- 
ed attackers to kidnap him 
on the eve of his team’s 
departure for Argentina. 

Police said it was prob- 
ably an attempt to highli- 
ght the political controver- 
sy surrounding the world 
cup finals. 

M. Hidalgo told police 
that he and his wife were 
driving to Bordeaux from 
their nearby country home 
when a car, carrying Paris 
area number plates, forced 
them into the side of the 
road. 

Two men armed with pis- 
tols jumped from the car 
and grappled with Hidalgo 
before giving up and fleeing 
in their car. 

Police said M. Hidalgo 
managed to grab one of the 
pistols. 

The attackers’ apparent 
lack of experience promp- 
ted police to conclude that 
they were not professional 
criminals after a possible 
kidnap ransom. 


Princess Margaret, Lord 
Snowdon are divorced 


LONDON, May 24 (AP). — 
Princess Margaret and Lord 
Snowdon, married in the po- 
mp and circumstance of a 
Westminster Abbey ceremony 
18 years ago, were divorced 
in cloudy and gloomy court- 
room today in London. 

The entire divorce proceed- 
ings in the law courts, which 
included 26 other cases, took 
less than two minutes. 

The divorce between the 47- 
year-old princess and her ph- 
otographer husband, the for- 
mer Antony Armstrong-Jones, 
48, was a mere formality and 
neither was required to appear 
in court. 

Under up-dated divorce la- 
ws brought in seven years 
ago, divorce is automatic if 
both parties have been parted 
for two years and both agree 
the marriage has "irretrievab- 
ly broken down". 

The divorce did not even 
require to be rubber-stamped 
by one of the Queen’s top 
judges. 


The decree was granted by 
Judge John Willis, a circuit 
judge who normally sits in lo- 
wer civil courts and who is 
empowered to act as a divor- 
ce judge in non-controversial 
cases. 

Mr. Willis. 71. arrived at his 
court promptly at 10:30 a.m. 
and by 10:32 a.m. it was all 
over and the judge continued 
with his other routine court 
business. 

Only a handful of spectat- 
ors, outnumbered by journal- 
ists, were in court to hear the 
Decree Nisi handed down. 

A Decree Nisi is the first 
step in Britain’s two-tier di- 
vorce system. It means the 
decree is granted - - unless 
something turns up to over- 
turn it. After six weeks the 
decree is automatically made 
‘‘absolute" and both partners 
are then free to re-marry. 

The princess announced May 
10 that she would divorce 
Lord Snowdon. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 
(R). — The Carter administr- 
ation has begun a drive to get 
the Greek and Turkish Cyp- 
riots negotiating again and to 
persuade Congress to lift the 
U.S. arms embargo on Tur- 
key. 

The State Department op- 
ened the campaign yesterday 
by saying it welcomed propo- 
sals from Turkish Cypriot le- 
ader Rauf Denktash on end- 
ing the Cyprus dispute as 
constructive and forthcoming. 

A statement on the propo- 
sals had been issued the pre- 
vious day after Mr. Denktash 
had talks with UJ4. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim but 
was largely ignored by the 
United States press. 

State Department Spokes- 
man Tom Reston yesterday 
told reporters Mr. Denktash 
had made new proposals over 
those made on April 13 which 
were less than the Greek Cyp- 
riot side were demanding but 
State Department officials la- 
ter described Mr. Reston's re- 
marks as an overstatement. 

-Today Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance will meet Mr. 
Denktash in the first of a se- 
ries of talks between Mr. Va- 
nce and the parties involved 
in the Cyprus dispute. 

Mr, Vance will see Cypriot 
President Sypros Kyprianou in 
New York tomorrow. 

Next week Turkey will cha- 
ir a NATO summit in Wash- 
ington where Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit’s op- 
ening remarks are likely to co- 
ncern lifting the embargo. 

Mr. Ecevit arrives in Brus- 
sels today to discuss with 
NATO leaders Tuikey*s rule 
in the Atlantic alliance and to 
drum up support for lifting the 
U.S. arms embargo.

Cargo ships may return to 


the sail as oil price rises 


By Ronald Cocking 


LONDON. (F.T.) — The so- 
aring cost of petroleum pro- 
ducts has forced the world’s 
researchers to take a new 
look at wind power as an 
energy source. One result has 
been that within a few years 
the old cargo-carrying wind- 
jammer may once again begin 
ploughing through fhe Seven 
Seas. 

Worldwide, ordinary bunker 
fuel now costs from $90 to 
$101 per metric ton, while di- 
esel oil averages around $133. 

A typical small container 
ship of the latest design, car- 
rying 2,000 tons of cargo at 
11 knots, will bum about eight 
tons of diesel oil per day at 
a cost of about $1,100. This 
alone is four times the cost of 
crew wages and overheads, 
and makes the vessel totally 
uneconomic except for short 
sea voyages. 


As the price of ofl continues to rise, cargo ships may 
well return, to the days of sail. With new designs incor- 
porating the latest technological aids, maritime windpo- 
wer is a commercial proposition for the near future. 


n era tor would drive an elec- 
tric winch which would furl 
and set sails at the touch of 
a button. 

The auxiliary power unit 
would also give the twentieth 
century windjammer a big ad- 
vantage over its earlier coun- 
terparts. In the event of be- 
coming becalmed they would 
allow the ship to move at 8 
knots fully loaded. In olden 
days, ships running short of 
water after several weeks in 
the Doldrums sometimes res- 
orted to the desperate meas- 
ure of putting a cutter over 
the side and oarsmen would 
try to pull the ship towards 
the trade winds. 


Liverpool Polytechnic, large- 
ly confirms these conclusions, 
although he is not quite as 
optimistic about the design- 
ers’ economic analysis. 


U.S. study 


Dynaship 


Computer charting 


Foreseeing the coming en- 
ergy crunch over 30 years ago, 
the University of Hamburg’s 
Institute of Shipbuilding bas 
been working steadily on a 
new design of sailing ship ev- 
er since. After patient testing 
of various models in both wind 
tunnels and in test tanks, a 
commercial design was finish- 
ed called the Dynaship. 

The blueprints call for a 
vessel of 17,000 deadweight 
tons. Six masts are mounted 
on t ur ntables, with elliptical 
yard arms mounted rigidly on 
the masts. The sails are trim- 
med by rotating the entire 
mast, with the best sail trim 
being calculated by mini-com- 
puter. 

To weather a gale, the sails 
would be “feathered'’ in the 
same way that a disabled air- 
craft engine propeller can have 
its blades set to produce no 
drag. Alternatively, the sails 
could be rolled up out of 
harm’s way. But unlike the 
days of the Yankee Clippers 
and the Cutty Sark, no sea- 
men would have to scramble 
aloft to do the job. 

Instead, a diesel-electric ge- 


The Dynaship would have , 
another advantage In this re- 
gard. Being equipped with the 
latest electronic aids, includ- 
ing a facsimile machine whi- 
ch prints out weather charts 
every few hours, courses co- 
uld he plotted in advance to 
take the best advantage of av- 
ailable winds. In the North 
Atlantic, for example, a ship’s 
entire course could be pre- 
computed before leaving har- 
bour in the same way that 
airline navigation is conducts 
ad. 

The Dynaship would have a 
crew of 28, about the same as 
that of a modern automated 
motor vessel of comparable 
size, but fuel costs for the 
auxiliary machinery would be 
almost negligible. 

The German researchers 
claim that the Dynaship could 
average 12 knots on a voyage 
between New Hampshire and 
Hamburg, and that it could 
carry grain cargoes more che- 
aply than a powered vessel. 

An independent study carri- 
ed out by Captain S. A Azad, 
a senior lecturer In the Dep- 
artment of Marine Studies at 


The United States, the wor- 
ld’s greatest energy consumer, 
took a new look at the pos- 
sibility of using sailing ships 
four years ago, with much of 
its research based on the Ger- 
man studies. 

Funded by the U.S. Mari- 
time Administration, a Uni- 
versity of Michigan study 
examined a wide range of de- 
signs of up to 45,000 tons, 
working on a number of hy- 
pothetical routes. 

The study use a tripod mast 
similar to that of the Dyna- 
ship but with curved yard 
arms. The ships would have 
a crew of 28 and a speed of 
six knots using auxiliary po- 
wer. 

On a typical run between 
New York and Liverpool, the 
U.S. study came up with a 
speed of 92 knots for a 
15,000-tonner, but this did not 
take into account the possibi- 
lity of weather routing. This 
compared with a speed of 
11 knots produced by Captain 
Azad’s study of the Dynaship. 
Capt. Azad based his calcula- 
tions on a variety of theore- 
tical voyages, usin g meteoro- 
logical weather charts for dif- 
ferent seasons of the year. 

The Michigan report, how- 
ever, concluded that safl-pow- 
er was not, in the near future, 
an economically feasible alter- 
native for American-built and 
crewed cargo vessels. 

But, it added, safl-power 
was on so economically close 
an equal footing with oilpow- 
er that moderate changes in 
energy costs could make it a 
viable proposition. 

That report was concluded 


in 1975, and the moderate 
rises in energy costs have 
certainly taken place since 
then. 

One British firm which has 
no doubts about the future of 
sail is Wlndrose Ltd. % is pro- 
moting a design for a five- 
masted barque, produced by 
International SaiHners, which 
looks for all the world like a 
1 9th century windjammer. 

With a cargo capacity of 
12,000 tons, the Wlndrose ves- 
sel too would have auxiliazy 
power, and could be made av- 
ailable in container-carrying, 
bulk cargo or general cargo 
versions. 


Economic fleet 


Windrose is promoting its 
barques as an economic fleet 
unit which could train a who- 
le new generation of seamen. 

Probably the only factor hoi- 
ding up early development of 
sail power Is the present se- 
vere over-supply of cargo shi- 
ps of oil kinds, which 
that modem ships can be 

chartered at rock-bottom pri- 
ces. However, by 1982 supply 
and demand are expected to 
return to equilibrium, and me- 
anwhile fuel prices will have 
continued on their inexorable 
upward course: the cost of 
per barrel of crude oil is ex- 
pected to triple by 1990. to 
about $40. So, say the advo- 
cates of sail, re-appearance of 
windjammers in tire next de- 
cade is virtual certainty. 

A number of technological 
advancements would make 
sail seven more attractive th- 
an at present. Advanced aero- 
dynamic technology is coming 
up with a revolutionary sail 
design which will have open 
slots in jt to reduce turbul- 
ence, and hence greatly im- 
prove efficiency. 

Again, technology now in 
existence or on the horizon 
would permit a virtually cre- 
wless ship to be operated by 
remote control from the sho- 
re. The windjammer, with its 
uncomplicated machinery wo- 
uld be a much easier subject 
for automation than a motor 
vessel.
